WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—By a 
vote of 55 to 28 the Senate this 
afternoon completed congressional 
approval of the compromise Muscle 
Shoals bill. 

It provides for Government oper- 
ation of the power facilities at the 
publicly owned $150,000,000 project 
on the Tennessee River in Alabama, 
and for private operation, under 
lease, of the fertilizer plant if a 
lessee can be found within a year. 

Acceptance of the report was.a 
notable triumph for Senator Nor- 
ris (Rep.), Nebraska, in his long, 
and at times almost single-handed, 
fight to have the Shoals treated 
primarily as a hydro-electric power 
project and retained in the hands 
of the people. 

The Senate’s action, which fol- 
lowed a 216 to 153 vote for the 
legislation in the House: last week, 
made the measure ready for the 
President. He has given no direct 
indication of his views on the com- 
promise, but Senate leaders who 
have talked with him lately pre- 
dict a veto. President Coolidge 
killed a similar bill with a pocket 
veto, and it is possible for Presi- 
dent Hoover to do the same thing. 

Strength of the Measure. 

The result will be the same if 
he returns the bill with a veto, for 
the vote in the House; while de- 
cisively for the bill, showed its sup- 
porters lacking the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary to override a veto. 

Generally speaking, the old-line 
Republicans in the Senate opposed 
the bill and the Democrats and 
progressive Republicans supported 
it. Exceptions among the Demo- 


.crats were Tydings of Maryland and 


King of Utah, both of whom voted 
against the bill, and Ransdell of 
Louisiana, a “lame duck,’’ who was 
paired against it. Patterson (Rep.), 
Missouri, voted against the bill, ana 
Hawes (Dem.), Missouri, was 
paired in favor of it. 
Given a Chance. 

Earlier in today’s session, when 

comparatively few Senators were 


present,.the conference report Con-} 


taining the Shoals compromisé ‘was 
called up and speedily put through 
by a viva voce vote, with no dis- 
sent. 

Returning to the chamber from 
lunch, Bingham (Rep.), Connecti- 
cut, demanded reconsideration. 
This was granted and an hour's 
debate ensued, followed. by a roll 
call vote. 

Bingham, one of the most con- 
servative of the standpatters in the 
Senate, damned the bill on the 
ground that it would set up a new 
bureaucracy and invade a field be- 
longing to private initiative. 

“It leads to bureaucratic tyranny 
and nepotism,” asserted Bingham. 
“Tt leads straight toward eventual 
Government ownership of all busi- 
ness.” . 

Johnson, Progressive Republican 
of California, castigated Bingham 
and paid eloquent tribute to Nor- 
ris. Referring to the 10-year fight 
by Norris, the Californian said: 

“T congratulate the Senator from 
Nebraska on his marvelous accom- 
plishment. Nothing that the Power 
Trust may ultimately do to this 
bill can detract from his achieve- 
ment. This is his hour of triumph. 
He exemplifies that the race is not 
always to the swift nor the battle 
to the strong. His industry, his 
ability, his righteousness, have pre- 
vailed. His is the master hand in 
this work. 

“We are told that the people, 
who have contributed $150,000,000 
to the Muscle Shoals project, should 
not be allowed to benefit from it, 
because, foresooth, some private in- 
dividual or private © corporation 
wants to make a profit out of it! 

‘Talk of big business!” he cried 
scornfully.’ “Big business! Who 
comes to this Congress looking for 
aid so often as big business? 

“Ts there a big enterprise in this 
country that has not been here 
asking for the interposition of Con- 
gress so that it can make greater 
profits? 

' “The late leader of the minority, 
Oscar Utaderwood, once said on this 
floor that the Senator from Ne- 
braska was dreaming an irrides- 
cent dream. I reply that it is of 
such dreams that empires have 
been made. I congratulate him and 
I congratulate the people of the 
United States.” ' 

Looking Toward 1932. 

Dill (Dem.), Washington, pre- 
dicted that, if the President should 
veto the bill, there would be enough 
votes in the next Congress to re- 
pass it over his disapproval.

Death Hastened by Her 
Desire to Reach Hame for 
Christmas—Last in U. S. 
in 1918.

SYDNEY, Australia, Feb. 23.— 


Dame Nellie Melba, regarded as 
one of the purest sopranos grand 
opera has ever known, is dead after 
weeks abed with a mysterious ill- 
ness. Seventy-one years old, she 
fought a losing fight with a mys- 
terious skin malady picked up in 
Egypt and aggravated by a long 
journey home before Christmas 
and the heat of the Australian 
summer, 

Friends believed -she hastened 
the end by insistence on spending 
Christmas in Australia, disregard- 
ing the advice of physicians in Eu- 
rope. She became ill aboard ship 
and had to enter a hospital at Syd- 
ney before proceeding to Mel- 
bourne, 

She was partly conscious most 
of today but about 5 p. m.. she 


lapsed into a coma. A few mem- 
bers of her family were with her 
and a small gathering of friends, 
including John Lemmone, flutist 
and accompanist to Melba, him- 
self -euffering from a chill, were 
nearby.*. 

She died in St. Vincent’s Hospi- 
tal, where she was taken at the 


few wéeks at her cottage at Mel- 
bourne. 

The great singer rallied for a 
few minutes this morning from a 
state of coma and feebly spoke a 
few words to her sister and son. 
who alone in the last few days had 
been permitted to see her. 

Messages From King George. 

Her last request was that a min- 
ister be summoned and with his 
prayer in her ears she passed 
peacefully into a slumber that was 
unbroken until death came, 

Tokens of world-wide sorrow in 
the last few days bore testimony 
of the affection with which Dame 
Melba was regarded throughout 
the world. Three times King} 
George and Queen Mary cabled 
words of sympathy and hope 
Messages from Europe and Amer- 
ica literally poured into the hos- 
pital. 

Although the singer’s body was 
wasted with disease it was only a 
few days ago that she recognizei 
that her end was approaching. She 
whispered to Lemmone, “I pray 
God that I die no lingering death.” 

Papers Suppressed News. 

Until a few days ago she was 
able to read the papers and it was 
her insistence on being provided 
with them which was partly re- 
sponsible for the recent reticence 
her physicians displayed regarding 
her real condition. The papers at 
first published official bulletins on 
her condition but when it: became 
clear that she was eagerly reading 
them a hint was given that it 
would be in her interest to drop 
them and the local papers com- 
plied. ; 

In the 40 years of her active ca- 
reer Melba sang all over the world. 
France remembered her best for 
her Ophelia in Thomas’ “Hamlet,” 
Germany for her Elsa, England 
for her Mimi and Gilda, while 
she set a height of vocal perfec- 
tion for Juliette’s farewell to Ro- 
meo in Gounod’s opera. But to the 
masses perhaps she was best known 
for her “Home, Sweet Home.” 

She was ppy in spending al- 
most her last days in Melbourne, 
near where she was born, and from 
which she took her stage name, 
Melba. Her real name was Nellie 
Porter Mitchell, changed by her 
marriage in 1882 to Capt. N. F. 
Armstrong. Her father was Da- 
vid Mitchell, a contractor of Scot- 
tish blood, at Burnley.

Insafficient Time to Consider 
Legislation This Session, Group 
Decides

The fifth, a black one, 
gored Franklin when he slipped on 
soft sand. Franklin: struggled to 
his feet to renew the combat, but 
Lalanda, seeing Franklin’s leg. was 
bleéding, rushed to the rescue. 

A moment later the. American 
fainted and was carried from the 
ring. Lalanda finished the bull, 
but Franklin returned before the 
next fight was concluded to receive 
an ovation. 

The bull fight was an event of a 
Laredo (Tex.) Washington's birth- 
day fiesta. Franklin was taken to 
a Laredo hospital. Physicians said 
they doubted that the wound 
would permit him to appear in a 
bullfight arranged for next Sun- 
‘day just across the border from 
Eagle Pass, Tex.

ft the death chamber before 
ague’s body was removed. They 
vere seated on benches built along 
hree sides of the room, a chamber 
ipproximately 20 feet square. A 
rope was stretched in front of them, 
separating them from the center 
area where the guards and prison 
officials stood. The electric chair 
was at the end of this center area. 

The State's witnesses were 
searched by State polico before 
they were admitted to the chamber. 

Two Pastors Sing Hymns. 

About 6:45, 15 minutes before 
Mrs, Schroeder was placed in the 
chair and while the witnesses were 
preparing to enter the execution 
chamber, the Rev. Mr, Teagarden 
and the Rev. C. H. Lruer, prison 
chaplain, who accompanied the 
woman into the death chamber, 
stood on the second floor of the 
prison outside the death house and 
the execution room, near the cells 
where the prisoners then were con- 
fined, and sang three hymhs— 
“What a Friend We Have in 
Jesus,” “At the Cross” and “Happy 
Day.” 

Mra, Schrpeder and Dague did 
not see each other this morning. 
As the woman was taken from her 
cell in the death house, a screen 
was placed in front of the cell 
housing Dague. 

The prisoners were in excellent 
spirits in their last hours. Both 
arose after having spent the night 
in sleep. A matron greeted Mrs. 
Schroeder with: “How are you 
this morning, Irene?” 


“Fine,” the prisoner replied 
calmly. 
Warden Stanley P. Ashe an- 


nounced prior to the electrocutions 
that Dague had turned over to 
him writings that he termed the 
“final chapter” of his life story. 
Dague requested the Warden to 
turn the writings over to the Rev. 
Mr. Teagarden. 

Announcement was made that 
Mrs. Schroeder had gained 22 
pounds and Dague 40 pounds since 
their imprisonment. 

Dague disclosed himself in the 
letter ag a man who had spurned 
@ call to “consecrate my life to the 
service of God” back in October, 
1917. In a letter dated Feb. 22, 
Dague wrote'to the Rev. Mr. Tea- 
garden, he said that he “had the 
call from God to consecrate my 
life to his service” at a time when 
the minister was in the pulpit at 
his church in Dallas, W. Va. Dague 
recalled that the minister had 
asked if there was a “young man 
here who will consecrate himself 
to God.” 

“God ts calling and he does not 
engwer,” Dague quoted Mr. Tea- 
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garden as saying. “That man will 
sink to the depths of hell.” . 
“He could not have known that 
I was that young man,” Dague 
wrote. 

Mrs. Schroeder and Dague left 
wills bequeathing to their children 
their only possible asset—funds 
they hoped would be raised by the 
sale of the wills. 


Former Waitress and Auto Sales- 
man Began With Petty Robberies. 


Irene Schroeder, former Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., waitress, was 20, and 
mother of a 56-year-old boy, when 
she became gunwomap and killer. 
Her husband had ceased to live 
with her. Walter Dague had been 
a Wheeling automobile salesman, 
husband of a school teacher, and 
father of two children. 

The woman, stolid and unroman- 
tic in appearance, and Dague, pale- 
eyed and dapper, became involved 
in an affair and a short career of 
robbery. 

Petty robberies and bold hold- 
ups perpetrated by the pair were 
climaxed by the killing of Corporal 
Brady Paul, near New Ogstle, Pa. 
Patrolman Ernest Moore was 
wounded at the same time. Later, 
as they fled West, the killers 
fought a policeman at St. Louis, 
and kidnaped and wounded one 
Deputay Sheriff and fatally wound- 
ed another in Arizona. 

Qn the morning of Dec. 27, 1929, 
Mrs. Schroeder, Dague and Tom 
Crawford, the woman's brother, 
had robbed a grocery at Butler, 
Pa. A report of the robbery was 
sent to New Castle. Corporal Paul 
and Moore sped out along the New 
Castle-Butler road and stopped all 
approaching automobiles. 

Child Threw Officers Off Guard. 
When the officers stopped the 
robbers’ machine, they probably 
were off their guard because there 
was a woman and a small boy, Mrs. 
Schroeder’s son, in the car, 

Dague and the woman stepped 
from the automobile with drawn 
weapons. There was shooting. 
Moore testified at the woman's 
trial that she fired at Paul. The 
woman admitted she actively en- 
gaged in the shooting. Paul and 
Moore fell, the latter rendered un- 
conscious by a bullet. The robbers 
then sped on. Paul died an hour 
later. Moore recovered. 

Days after the fight, the author!- 
ties found Mrs. Schroeder's little 
son with relatives near Wheeling 
and the boy, investigators said, un- 
knowingly furnished information 
that linked his mother with the 
crime. 

In January news came of the 
kidnaping of Deputy Sheriff Joe 
Chapman at Florence, Ariz., by a 
woman and two men. Arizona of- 
ficers engaged in a fight with the 
fugitives. Chapman and Deputy 
Lee Wright were wounded, the 
latter fatally. 

Arizona authorities gave over the 
woman and Dague to Pennsylvania 
for trial for the killing of Paul. 
The other man was Vernon Ack- 
erman, alias Joe Wells, now serv- 
ing a life sentence in Arizona. The 
authorites never learned what be- 
came of Crawford, although 
Dague’s wife has said Dague told 
her Crawford was fatally wounded 
in the New Castle fight and that 
the fleeing pair buried him. 

Mrs. Schroeder was the twenty- 
seventh white woman legally exe- 
cuted in the United States since 
the States were chartered. 


Woman's Brother Fatally Shot Aft- 
er Escape From Missouri Prison, 
By the Asaociated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.— 


Arthur Crawford, brother of Mrs. 
Irene Schroeder, efectrocuted in 
Pennsylvania today, was shot by 
the Sheriff of Osage County, Mo., 
at Linn., as he and another con- 
vict In the Missouri prison attempt- 
ed to elude arrest after escaping 
from the State penitentiary in 1929. 
Crawford was serving a 15-year- 
term from Franklin County for 
burglary under the namo of Thom- 
as B. Brown, He was identified by 
Pennsylvania State police in 1929, 
investigating the murder of the 
State trooper for which Mrs. 


Schroeder was executed. Crawford

She begged off, since she was not 
feeling well, but Lord Kitchener, 
with whom she was well acquaint- 
ed, pleaded hard on the ground 
that he had been an exile from 
home for such a long time. ‘‘Even- 
tually I consented and sang him 
‘Home, Sweet Home,’” she said. 
“When I had finished Lord Kitch- 
ener said not a word but coming 
up to me bowed and kissed my 
hand. As he raised his head I 
saw the tears stream down his 
cheeks.’’ 

It was by special invitation of 
King Alfonso that the diva first 
went to Spain. Hearing her in 
London, Alfonso asked, ‘“Why 
have we been neglected, madame?

Substitute Doak Measure 
for It Assailed by Demo-

WASHINGTON, Feb, 23.—The 


fate of the Wagner bill, proposing 
the establishment of a nation-wide 
system of employment agencies, 
was at stake in the House today, 
as a result of the administration’s 


the measure in favor of a substitute 
bill hastily advanced by Secretary 
of Labor William Doak. 

Although the origina] measure, 
drafted and introduced more than 
two years ago by Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, (Dem.), New York, was 
favorably reported by the House 
Judiciary Committee last June, 
Chairman Graham (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, today asked the House to 
reject it and adopt the Doak sub- 
stitute, which was first heard of 
less than three weeks ago, . 

Democrats and Progressive Re- 
publicans openly charge that the 
move is another attempt to dc- 
prive Wagner of credit for assist- 
ing ina solution of the unemploy- 
ment problem. Wagner himself de- 
nounced the Doak measure as a 
“fake,” and declared its sponsors 
were guilty of “playing very small 
politics.” 

As a matter of fact, adoption by 
the House of the Doak substitute 
would mean that no legislation of 
that character would be enacted at 
this session, since it is a foregone 
conclusion that the Senate will hot 
surrender the Wagner measure. 

Terms of the Two Bills. 

The Wagner measure would pro- 
vide Federal aid to states willing to 
co-operate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in setting up a national 
chain of employment agencies, and 
would appropriate $1,500,000 for 
that purpose. The Doak measure, 
which is more vague in terms, 
would authorize the Labor Depart- 
ment to “co-operate” with the 
States in setting up employment 
agencies, but does not provide ex- 
— by a@ system of such agen- 
cies. 

Supporters of the Wagner bill 
contend that the Doak measure 
would create no powers that the 
Secretary of Labor does not already 
enjoy, and that its only actual ef- 
fect would be to provide for anoth- 
er Assistant Secretary. 

Graham, in’ opening the debate 
in favor of the substitute, today 
disclosed that President Hoover 
had requested Doak to “‘take hold 
of the Wagner bill and work some- 
thing out of it.” 

Calls It Grundy’s Bill. 

Representative La Guardia, pro- 
gressive Republican, of New York 
replying to Graham, pointed out 
that Doak himself indorsed the 
Wagner bill when he was still head 
of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, and that the brother- 
hood still indorsed it. He charged 
that the National Manufacturers’ 
Association was responsible for the 
eleventh-hour attempt to make the 
substitutions. 

“Call it by its right name,” 
shouted the New Yorker. “It isn’t 
the Doak substitute or the Graham 
substitute—it’s the Grundy substi- 
tute. ‘Old Joe’ Grundy wrote every 
word of it.” 

Graham entered a heated dissent. 
but La Guardia disregarded it. He 
said “‘no legitimate excuse” could 
be advanced for bringing in the 
Substitute when the Wagner bill 
had been before the House for 
eight months, and when only a few 
days of the present session re- 
mained. 

“I appeal to you,” he said, ad- 
dressing his Republican colleagues, 
“for once to abandon your obstruc- 
tive tactics and permit some con- 
structive legislation to be enacted 
that will relieve the present situa- 
tion.” 

Attacked as “Dole.” 

Graham and Michener (Rep.) of 

Michigan argued that the Wagner 
bill was “an invasion of states’ 
rights” and Graham called it a 
“Federal dole to the states.” 
* La Guardia retorted it was no 
more a dole than Federa] aid in 
constructing. highways, or a dozen 
other activities in which the Fed- 
eral Governntent aids and co-oper- 
ates with the states, 

“Everything the standpatters 
dont like in this session has been 
called a ‘dole.’ I don't know what 
they would have done without that 
word,” he said. 

Representative Dyer (Rep.), St. 
Louis, who voted for the Wagner 
bill in-committee and reported it 
favorably to the House, made a 
speech today in favor:of displacing 
it with the Doak substitute. When 
He started to enumerate his objec- 
tions. to the Wagner measure. 
O’Connor (Dem.), New York, in- 
terrupted to ask: “Did the gen- 
tleman know these things when he 
made the favorable report on it?” 
Dyer replied that the question was 
“sarcastic,” and did not answer it.

The un- 
identified man, speaking in a cool, 
modulated voice and using good 
English, said Lemon's name had 
been given him by the Fidelity & 
Deposit Co. and asked the lawyer 
if he was prepared for a confer- 
ence. 
Met Stranger in Chicago. 

The man suggested that Lemon 
zo to Chicago on a certain day, 
register at a certain hotel and ap- 
pear in the lobby at a_e certain 
time. Lemon agreed and followed 
instructions. Promptly at the 
specified hour he was paged by a 
bell-boy who led him to a man who 
was waiting in a quiet corner of 
the lobby. 

The man was well-dressed, sub- 
stantial-looking with the appear- 
ance of a prosperous business man. 
He greeted the lawyer pleasantly, 
shook hands and led Lemon to a 
chair. For identification, he asked 
Lemon for a business card and re- 
ceived it. 

Lemon told the man at once 
that his client, the insurance com- 
pany would not deal with thieves, 
would make no promise to with- 
hold information from the authori- 
ties. 

The man agreed to these condi- 
tions, declared he was not one of 
the robbers and did not represent 
them, adding that the securities 
had long since passed out of the 
robbers’ hands. He described him- 
self as a business man from a city 
other than St. Louis or Chicago 
and said he was prepared to ne- 
gotiate the return of the bonds for 
a consideration. 

Asked w much was expected, 
he put the price at $250,000. Lemon 
replied he was not authorized to 
pay so much. The _ conference 
ended with the agreement that he 
return to St. Louis and await an- 
other telephone call. 

Lawyer's Fee $15,000. 

The three conferences in an Illi- 
nois city followed, with discussions 
in which the amount of the pay- 
ment was reduced and plans for 
the return of the bonds were made. 
Each conference was preceded by 
a telephone call in which the man 
named a specific time and place 
for meeting. 

Finally, the price of $125,000 
was agreed on and the bonds were 
delivered in two installments on 
two successive days about Jan. 8. 
The bonds were delivered by Lem- 
on to Myers, checked and placed in 
a safety deposit box at the First 
National Bank. The Grand Na- 
tional Bank supplied the reward, 
$140,000 in currency, unmarked 
bills of $10 to $100 denomination. 
Lemon retained $15,000 for his fee 
and expenses, delivering the -re- 
mainder of the cash in two in- 
stallments to the man with whom 
he dealt. 

Officers of the bank and the in- 
surance company permitted the 
recovered bonds to remain in the 
safe deposit box for 43 days, with-

“At no time was there any vio- 
iation of any criminal statute,”’ he 
said. “At no time did I deal di- 
rectly with the thieves or their rep- 
resentatives and it was clearly un- 
derstood that I would withhold 
nothing from the proper authori- 
ties. I am ready to disclose all 
details in my possession to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney whenever I am re- 
quested to do so.’’ 

Myers, admitting today for the 
first time that Lemon was the in-' 
surance company’s attorney in the 
negotiations, was asked by a_ fre- 
porter if it was a condition of the 
negotiations that the insurance 
company representative would not 
take the police into their confi- 
dence, at least until the arrange- 
ments for the recovery of the 
bonds were completed. 

“No, indeed nothing like that 
was said at any time by anyone,” 
Myers replied. 

Asked why the insurance com- 
pany representatives did not take 
the police into their confidence 
while the negotiations were being 
conducted, a course which some 
police officials think might have 
given them an opportunity;to get 
information concerning the | rob- 
bers, Myers replied: “Didn't /think 
ef: t.* 

“Was it a condition in the nego- 
tiations that you would not tell the 
police with whom you dealt?” “No, 
indeed, nothing like that was said.”’ 

Johnson Holdup Recalled. 

The manner in which the stolen 
securities were returned corre- 
sponds in many detafis with the 
circumstances in the recovery of 
jewelry valued at $78,500, taken by 
robbers in a holdup Nov. 10, 1929, 
from Mr. and Mrs. Andrew W.

The 
National Indemnity Exchange has 
received bonds worth $237,000, 
while the Muckerman Investment 
Co. and the Sandel Real Estate & 
Investment Co. will get $160,000 
worth of bonds upon application. 
The remaining $89,000 worth of

But 
in abolishing them, let us not sub- 
stitute for them still greater evils.” 


Passive resistance, as practiced 


by Gandhi, a method which many 
Christians consider hard to under- 
stand, was reduced to striking sim- 
plicity by J. H. Grairo, Buddhist 
president of the Rajah Green Tea 


Grairo advanced the idea that 


Jesus was stating a practical fact 
—pointing out a potent social force 
that might operate far this side of 
the Christian milennium—when He 
said the meek “shall inherit the 
earth.” Grairo remarked _ that 
white “the Christian Occident” 
based its religious code upon that 
theory, its practice was “entirely 
opposite,” while Gandhi, not a 
Christian, dared rely on it in prac- 
tice. 


“His idea is not to drive out the 


British but to convert them to the 
mode of reasoning in accord with

BERLIN, Feb. 23.—President 
Von Hindenburg again has placed 
himself squarely behind the Gov- 
ernment headed by Chancellor 
Breuning, to thegreatd isappoint- 
ment of the German Nationalists 
who have hoped that he would 
throw some of his prestige to the 
support of their cause. : 
Answering an appeal from a Na- 
tionalist Deputy that he use his 
power to help the farmers of east- 
ern Germany, Hindenburg, after 
referring to the steps already taken 
to that end by the Government, 
wrote: 

“I have heretofore co-operated 
in this matter and shall continue to 
do in future. Unfortunately, I 
have to get along at present with- 
| out the active help of yourself and 
your colleagues in the Reichstag in 
the legislative work of the Reich. 
“T must, therefore, answer your 
appeal to me by directing to you 
and your party friends an urgent 
summons not to isolate yourselves 
in the coming legislative work 
which is so vitally important for 
German agriculturists, but to co- 
operate in it energetically.” 

Hindenburg’s letter, which is 
published with approving comment 
by all newspapers except those of 
the extreme right, is a criticism of 
the German Nationalists and Na- 
tional Socialists (Fascists) for 
walking out of the Reichstag. A 
large number of these Deputies 
now regret their action. 


160,000 Home Guards Parade in 
Germany.

| BERLIN, Feb. 23.—One hundred 


sixty thousand volunteers, uni- 
formed in khaki, trained and ready 
for instant service in defense of 
the German Republic, paraded in 
various cities of the Reich yester- 
day. 
They were picked members of 
the Reichsbanner organization of 
Republican ex-servicemen, formed 
seven years ago to protect the Re- 
public against its enemies at home. 
The marchers wore knapsacks 
but did not carry weapons. The 
purpose of their demonstration was 
to show what kind of citizens were 
ready to bear arms on the side of 
the Government in case any at- 
tempts are made at its overthrow. 
The Berlin demonstration cen- 
tered in the Lustgarten, where 16,- 
000 uniformed Reichsbanner mén 
and 2000 other supporters of the 
Republic heard the Reichsbanner 
chieftain, Friedrich Otto Hoersing, 
warn radicals of the left and right 
that the Republic is backed by the 
people and any attempt to over- 
throw it is doomed to failure. 
“There are 160,000 of our men 
who have undergone special train- 
ing in the last few months and are 
assembled this very moment 
throughout Germany.” he said. 
“We do not want civil war, nor are 
we trying to ‘play soldier.’

U. 8. Public Health Service Studies 
1918-19 Epidemic.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.— The 
Public Health Service has discov- 
ered the popular impression that 
the influenza epidemic of 1918-19 
“hit the rich and ‘ars alike” was 
true only in part. 

Conceding the epidemic of those 
two years was “very prevaient 
among all classes of persons,” the 
service says in a statement that 
detailed studies indicated “the 
lower the economic level the higher 
was the attack rate.”

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DRASTIC CROP CUT 
IS FARMER'S ONLY 
HOPE, SAYS LEGGE 


Chairman Reviews Work of 
Farm Board in Article to 
Be Published in Agricul- 
tural Paper. 


‘“‘“MAKE MORE MONEY 
BY RAISING LESS” 


He Urges Reduction in Pro- 
duction Costs and Adjust- 
ment of Output to Poten- 
tial Demand.

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 23.— The 


farmer's only salvation in the 
opinion of Alexander Legge, whose 
pending retirement fromi the chair- 
manship of the Farm Board has 
been announced, is “drastic restric- 
tion of production.” 

“The Government,” Legge will 
say in the issue of The Country 
Home to be published Tuesday, 


“has backed the Farm Board with 
a fund of half a billion dollars, and 
the question is, what has the Farm 
Board done with that money, and 
what does it hope to do for the 
farmer? 

“For 62 months without inter- 
ruption the visible supply of wheat 
in this country has been greater 
than it was in the same month of 
the preceding year. In July, 1926, 
the surplus was around 100,000,000 
bushels. That was too much. But 
since then it has, grown steadily 
until in July, 1930, it waa 274,000,- 
000 bushels. 

“The world market for American 
wheat is pretty hopeless. Ameri- 
can farmers, to sell their wheat 
abroad now, would have to accept 
20 cents less than they are getting 
at home. The only thing that is | 
keeping foreign wheat from coming 
into this country now is our tariff 
of 42 cents. 

Must Cut Production Cost. 
“Our farmers must lower their 
costs of production on wheat and 
corn like the men with the steel 
factories and the automobile fac- 
tories. But they must also adjust 
their production to the potential 
demand. The farmer has never 
done that. * * ® 

“It seems to be hard for the 
farmer to realize he can make 
more by raising less. Of course, if 
the price is the same he will make 
more money when he raises 1000 
bushels than when he raises 800 
bushels. But if he raises 1000 
bushels instead of 800 when 800 is 
all he can sell, the price won’t be 
the same. 

“Look at the potato crop. The 
market can normally consume 400,- 
900,000 bushels. If the farmers 
raise 10 per cent less than that, 
they get a high price and make 
money. If they raise 10 per cent 
more they have to accept a ruinous 
price, 
“Right now we have an illustra- 
tion in the livestock industry. Hog 
production in recent years has been 
pretty well balanced with demand, 
and prices have resisted the de- 
cline. There has been overproduc- 
tion of sheep and prices have col- 
lapsed, 

Situation in Cotton. 
“In 1923 the South produced 10,- 
200,000 bales of cotton and sold it 
for $1,600,000,000. That looked 
good for the cotton planter. If he 
made that much on 10,000,000 
bales, what could he do with 12,- 
000,000, 15,000,000, 18,000,000 
bales? So he kept increasing his 
crop until, in 1926, he raised 18.- 
000,000 bales, and for that he got 
a billion dollars—$600,000,000 less 
than for a crop 75 per cent small- 
er. 

“Various plans have been of- 
fered to handle the export of the 
so-called exportable surplus of 
wheat. Well, my suggestion is to 
abolish it. What's the use of rais- 
ing an exportable surplus when 
there is no place to export it prof- 
itably? The farmers must bring 
about a condition where American 
farmers will no longer raise wheat 
for export. 

“How are we going to do that? 
Well, there is only one way — by 
organization. And this brings us 
to the major effort of the Farm 
Board. 


“What must be done is to en- 
courage the farmers to join their 
local co-operatives and to encour- 
age the local co-operatives to be- 


association. When a majority of 
the wheat growers belong, the 
farmers’ marketing problem will be 
well on the way to a solution.”

IN NEW YORK CITY IN 1930 
Poisoning 


NEW YORK, Feh. 23.—Alcoholic 
poisoning killed 625 persons in New 
York City in 1930 and in all about 
1295 persons died as a direct or in- 
direct result of liquor, the annual 
report of Chief Medical Examiner 
Charles Norris discloses. ‘This is 
seven less than for 1929. 

Although the record would indi- 
cate that slightly more than 100 
persons a month were killed from 
the use of liquor, Dr. Norris pointed 
out that the cases listed were only 
those coming to the attention of his 
office. 

Wood alcohol deaths, the report 
indicates, increased about 40 per 
cent, or from 58 deaths in 1929 to 
75 deaths last year. : A number of 
such deaths were attributed to the 
mixing of automobile anti-freezing 
solutions. 

Examinations of severa. victims’ 
organs also indicated, the report 
continued, that death was caused 
by poisonous denaturants used only 
by the Government in its attempt 
to stop the diversion of industrial 
alcohol.

| Prohibition Bureau is facing a new 


form of attack in Congress as a 
result of its “educational” activi- 
ties, which opponents of prohibi- 
tion have characterized as propa- 
ganda, It is charged that the book- 
let entitled “The Value of Law 
Observance,” which the bureau has 
distributed in large .numbers, con- 
tains many misstatements of facts, 
including misquotations attributed 
to éminent scientists, and evidence 
to support those charges will be 
offered on the Senate floor this 
week, 


As an opening attack Senator 
Robert Bulkley, the Democrat who 
swept Ohio on a wet platform in 
the last election, has introduced 
a resolution requesting Attorney- 
Gencral Mitchell to tell the Sen- 
ate who compiled the booklet and 
what steps the Department of 
Justice has taken to verify the 
statements contained in it. 

After reading the booklet, Sen- 
ator Bulkley was so aroused by 
what he felt. were “flagrant mis- 
statements’. that he retained an 
attorney to investigate the pamph- 
let’s accuracy. The sources were 
thoroughly canvassed and the re- 
sult was to convince Bulkley that 
“a Government department had 
embarked on a deliberate campaign 
of deception and misrepresenta- 
tion.’’ 


Contents of Bulkley Resolution. 


The Bulkley resolution would re- 
quire from Mitchell, “as soon as 
practicable’’ information on how 
the: bureau compiled and _in- 
terpreted its facts and “what ac- 
tion, if any, was taken by the 
bureau in the Justice Department 
to verify the factual material.” 

Accuracy of the material was 
questioned by Congressmen La- 


Guardia of New York, and John J. 
Cochran of Missouri on the 
House floor. E. Clemens Horst of 
San Francisco also complained in 
a letter to Mitchell. _ ' 

Bulkley’s resolution asks how 
many copies of the booklet were 
distributed, and whether changes 
were made in subsequent editions 
after complaints had been made. 

“I want to know,” Bulkley said, 
“whether the Justice Department 
is showing proper regard for truth 
and accuracy in the dissemination 
of this information. The commu- 
nications to the department indi- 
cate the booklet contains misrep- 
resentation and misleading infor- 
mation, and I want to know wheth- 
er, under the circumstances, the 
department is going ahead with its 
distribution.”’ 


la Guardia’s Protest. 


Last Dec. 13, La Guardia wrote 
Attorney-General Mitchell  pro- 
testing that the name and seal of 
the Justice Department and the 
“good faith” of the United States 
Government has been used “to in- 
dorse a stupid compilation of dis- 
torted facts, written in poor En- 
glish, containing misrepresentation 
and wilful misstatements for prop- 
aganda purposes.” La Guardia 
then challenged the accuracy of 
various statements made in the 
booklet. 

Cochran, in a statement in the 
Congressional Record, Jan. 16, 
analyzed the statements in the 
monograph and termed them 
“propaganda” inspired by the Anti- 


Saloon League and indorsed by 
Prohibition Commissioner Wood- 
cock. 


Horst in a letter to Woodcock 
said, “the booklet, in all its im- 
portant statements and statistics, 
is so false or grossly misleading 
that I hope and believe you will 
see the propriety of your publicly 
and promptly repudiating the book- 
let for the honor of the United 
States Department of Justice.”’

41 IN JAIL, 11 IN HOSPITAL 
AFTER HAVANA STREET FIGHT 


HAVANA, Feb. 23.—Forty-one 
men are in jail here and 11 in 
hospitals as a result of a_ fight 
Saturday night between police and 
workers attending a meeting which 
tr> authorities sought to break 
up. 

The condition of Lieut. Jose Ca- 
nadeo, shot through the chest ‘in 
the rioting at the headquarters of 
the Workers’ Federation, is still 
serious. Ten members of the na- 
tional secret service who received 
wounds from the radicals are re- 
ported to be improving. Among 
those confined indefinitely in the 
city jail are 16 foreigners, the ma- 
jority of them Russians. There are 
also 25 Cubans and Spaniards un- 
der arrest to whom the Court de- 
nied release on bail. All the pris- 
oners will be tried by a military 
court on charges of conspiring 
against the administration. 

Satutday night's street fight was 
the result of compliance by the po- 
lice with instructions to prevent the 
holding of secret meetings at which 
radical agitators were scheduled to 
speak. The police, under com- 
mand of Capt. Garcia Hierra, sur- 
rounded the building in which se- 
cret service agents had learned the 
meeting was to be held and waited 
for it to start. The police tried to 
persuade those at the meeting to 
disband. Their suggestion was met 
with giring from an anrbush, and 
the police replied.

GARY TAX BILL OPPOSED 
BY CENTRAL TRADES UNION 


Resolution Passed Declares It 
Would Work Hardship on 
the Wage Earner. 

A resolution opposing the Gary 
tax increase bill was adopted by 
the Central Trades and. Labor 
Union yesterday on the ground that, 
if passed, the bill would work a 
hardship on the wage earner. 

The meeting also voted opposi- 
tion to the proposal to establish a 
State constabulary in Missouri.

WICKERSHAM TO SEND SENATE

GANDHI GETS FULL POWER 
TO DEAL WITH THE BRITISH 


He Expects to Be Summoned Soon 
to Resume Negotiations With 
Viceroy. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW DELHI, India, Feb. 23.— 
Full power to make any decision in 
behalf of the All-India National 
Congress in his dealings with the 
Viceroy was given to Mahatma 
Gandhi yesterday by the Work- 
ing Committee, which is the Cab- 
inet of the Gongress. The action 
is regarded as tantamount to a 
vote of confidence in his ability to 
obtain the maximum concessions 
for India from the British. 

A feeling of optimism prevails 
on both sides that an agreement 
or compromise will be reached be- 
tween Gandhi and Lord § Irwin. 
Gandhi expects to be summoned at 
any moment to the Viceroy’s pal- 
ace for resumption of negotiations. 

Gandhi said today: “I am not 
more hopeful about ultimate peace, 
but rather less hopeful than I was 
in the beginning.” 


DR. BUTLER DISCUSSES 
COMMUNISM AND FASCISM 


Tells Church Congregation They 
Must Be Considered on Same 
Plane as Democracy. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Before 
an overflowing congregation at a 
Washington’s birthday service in 
the Cathedral of St. John the. Di- 
vine yesterday afternoon, Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, president of 


Columbia Universfty, put Conr- 
munism and Fascism on a plane 
with demtocracy -as great Hving 
political philosphies. The three 


forces are contending for posses- 
sion of the world, Dr. Butler said. 
Absolute monarchy he dismissed as 
having all but disappeared. 

“The day has gone by,” he said, 
“when unwelcome and opposing 
political philosophies. may be 
passed by with denunciations and 
sneers. They must be examined on 
their merits and answered, if an- 
swer there be, with intelligent ar- 
gument, grounded in deeper exam- 
ination of the facts.” 

Dr. Butler’s discussion of polit- 
ical philosophy was py way of ad- 
monishment to Americans to study 
the life and opinions of George 
Washington and thereby to arm 
themselves in the intellectual de- 
fense of democracy. “With that 
battle in progress,’ he said, “‘there 
is and can be no captain to turn 
to with more assurance than Wash- 
ington.” 

“There are today,” Dr. Butler 
continued, “three great systems of 
political thought that compete for 
the mastery of men, and’ fortunate- 
ly they are competing for suprem- 
acy on the battle field of ideas.” 
He listed democracy, “the Com- 
munistic philosophy of Lenin and 
others” and the “Fascist philoso- 
phy of Mussolini.”” “It would be 
a great mistake,” he went on, “to 
suppose any one of these is not 
eagerly received and ts not eagerly 
urged and supported on intellectual 
grounds.”’ 


CHURCHILL DENOUNCES GANDHI 


Also Assails British Policy Toward 
Sedition in India. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 23.—Describing 
Mahatma Gandhi asa “seditious 
fakir, striding half naked up the 
streets of the Vice Regal palace,” 
Winston Churchill this evening de- 
livered a scathing attack on the 
whole position of British negotia- 
tions with Indian Nationalists. 

He unloosed his eloquent scorn 
impartially on Gandhi, Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald, Lord Irwin, 
the Viceroy of India, and even on 
his own leader, Stanley Baldwin, 
while appealing to his constituents 
of Ep.ing for a vote of confidence 
after his resignation from the Con- 
servative “shadow Cabinet.” The 
spectacle of Gandhi carrying on his 
campaign of disobedience while ne- 
gotiating with the Viceroy of India 
was “nauseating,” Churchill de- 
ciared. The meeting voted confi- 
dence in Churchill unanimously.

PERU ORGANIZES

~AREQUUPA FALLS 


Provisional Government 
Asks for 1600 Volunteers 
and Moves Troops From 
Cuzco and Puno. 


STRICT CENSORSHIP 
. PREVAILS IN LIMA 


Official Bulletins Admit In- 
surgents’ Capture of Sec- 
ond City of Nation — 
Several Killed. 


By the Associated Press. 

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 23.—The pro- 
visional government of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Luis M. Sanchez Cerro en- 
listed volunteers in Lima and Cal- 
lao and moved troops from Cuzco 
and Puno today to put down a 
revolution which began Friday 
night at Arequipa, second city of 
the republic. 

Cerro today withdrew as a can- 
didate for the presidency. At the 
beginning of his term as provision- 
al President it was understood that 
he would serve in that capacity 
only until a general election could 
be held. 

Official bulletins admitted that 
Arequipa had fallen to the insurg- 
ents and that several had been 
killed in the fighting. These offi- 
cial communiques offered the only 
definite information available here, 
everything else being subject to a 
strict censorship. 

Dispatches from Arica, Chilean 
border town, to Mercurio, daily of 
Santiago, Chile, said all Southern 
Peru had gone over to the new 
revolution, but that the border cen- 
sorship made it impossible to ob- 
tain definite information. Tacna 
and other border points were 
quiet. 

Call for 1600 Volunteers. 

The Government called fer 1609 
volunteers 21 to 30 years old for 
60 days’ service. The decree stated 
the call was made “for reasons of 
public order.” 

The Government sent airplanes 
over Arequipa;the pilots dropping 
leaflets telling of the defeat of the 
rebels Friday in Lima and Callao. 
The pilots, returning, said they 
had been cheered by residents. 

The official version of the revolt 
is that the Arequipa garrison re- 
ceived false news of the Callao 
fighting, their advices stating Pres- 
ident Sanchez Cerro had been over- 
thrown and that rebels had occu- 
pied the Lima palace. 

A revolting group controlled Are- 
quipa after an armed clash in 
which Lieutenant-Colonel Gamara, 
fighting with loyal troops, was 
killed. 

Reports on Cause of Revolt, 

Although official pronounce- 
ments said the Arequipa revolu- 
tionary group was composed of 
adherents to the deposed President, 
Augusto B. Leguia, now in prison 
in Lima, there was other inform1- 
tion that it was composed of ele- 
cents dissatisfied with President 
Sanchez Cerro’s attempts to restore 
the normal] life of the country. 

The Government is moving for 
a quick trial for the 29 prisoners, 
including Gen. Pablo Martinez and 
Col. Cesar Lujan Zorillo, who were 
taken in the fighting in Callao 
Friday. Maximum sentences of 20 
years’ imprisonment probably will 
be imposed, although the men are 
liable to execution. 

An official statement early to- 
day said the Government was mak- 
ing preparations to crush the reb- 
els. It added that the entire coun- 
try, except for Arequipa, was calm. 


NEW BRITISH COMBAT PLANE 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—Official an- 
nouncement is made that secret 
tests have been completed of a new 
type of fighting airplane which 
may revolutionize air combat. 

Although the machine is only a 
single-seater biplane, it carries six 
machine guns, controlled in unison 
and firing a cone of lead converg- 
ing a few hundred yards ahead of 
the ship. Two guns fire through 
the propeller, the others are set 
on the wings. Four 20-pound 
bombs also are carried by the craft. 
which has a surface ceiling of 16,- 
000 feet and a sustained speed of 
194 miles an hour. .

NEW PEACE PROPOSAL 
BY AGENT OF SANDINO 


Rebels Would Lay Down Arms 
on Agreement of Marines 
to Evacuate. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 23.—A sec- 
ond proposal to bring peace to 
Nicaragua was advanced today by 
Dr. Pedro Jose Zepeda, foreign rep- 
resentative of the insurgént leader 
Augustino Sandino. 

His first proposal Saturday that 
the United States Marines in Nica- 
ragua withdraw immediately, after 
which Sandino would cease his 
activities, met with a cold recep- 
tion in Washington. 

The new proposal is to begin 
evacuation immediately or to agree 
to immediate evacuation, the San- 
dino faction to lay down its arms 
when notification is given, Sandino 
giving guarantees against resuming 
hostilities. 

“A dispatch from Washington 
which. says that hostilities would 
cease the moment the rebels aban- 
doned their arms somewhat  per- 
plexed me,” Zepeda said. “I won- 
der if this means the marines 
would be withdrawn so soon as 
Sandino lays down his weapons. 

“If such is the case, it seems to 
me there is a good chance to bring 
about the pacification of the coun- 
try. The fighting now is growing 
more intense and if it continues 
wil] mean the useless sacrifice of 
many lives. 

“Would the United States and 
the Moncada Government agree to 
immediate withdrawal of the ma- 
rines if the Sandino faction laid 
down its arms and gave adequate 
assurance that it would remain 
peaceful? 

“T assume that if this were done, 
there would be assurance against 
any future intervention of Ameri- 
can troops—that is, any unjustified 
intervention. Such an assurance, 
of course, would be necessary.” 

The doctor deciared that the 
only cause of warfare now in Nica- 
ragua is the presence of the ma- 
rines and that their departure will 
be a signal for immediate peace.

INADEQUATE FACILITIES FOR 
TREATMENT OF TUBERCULOSIS 
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The numberof sanatorium beds 
for tuberculous patients in Mis- 
souri is only half the number nec- 
essary, according to a survey re- 
cently completed by the Missouri 
Tuberculosis Association. The ma- 
terial compiled will be the basis 
of the association’s legislative pro- 
gram. 

At present there are 1526 beds 
available in State, county, munici- 
pal and private sanatoria in Mis- 
souri, which is only half the num- 
ber necessary for the cases report- 
ed in Missouri by the American 
Sanatorium Association and the 
National Tuberculosis Association. 
The 231 beds available for tuber- 
culous insane at asylums and 652 
beds at the State Penitentiary are 
reported as entirely inadequate.

The measure is to be vetoed be- 
tween now and Thursday.

Figures on Payments, 

The average value of the certifi- 
cates'is $1000. Dealing with the 
groups which hold certificates of 
lesser value, the President is said 
already to have ascertained there 
are 210,000 veterans who would be 
able to borrow $16,000,000, or $89 
apiece, if they have received no 
advance already on their certifi- 
cates. 

In the group having certificates 
ranging from $250 to $1000, there 
are 500,000 veterans who-—-if they 
have not previously borrowed— 
would be able to get $77,500,000 or 
$137 each. 

One of his consultants said ths 
President has received reports al- 
ready from two widely separated 
cities. In one, 20,000 veterans were 
reported, of these the Veterans’ 
Administration has been advised 
there are 159 in distress and being 
cared for by relief agencies.

A BLOW AT TEACHERS’ TENURE. 

St. Louis public school teachers, under the present 
system, are free to give their best services without’ 
worrying about the permanence of their positions. 
For cause, the Superintendent may publicly suspend 
them, and the merits of the case thereupon are fully 
investigated in a hearing before the Board of Edu- 
eation. A bill pending in the Missouri House would 
alter that arrangement by making all appointments 
for one year only. There would follow an annual 
scramble for appointments; the board and the Super- 
intendent would be besieged by teachers and appili- 
cants; every action of the instructor would be shad- 
owed by fear of losing his or her position; teaching 
positions would inevitably be bartered for political 
favors. ‘ : 

The teachers, their executive officials and a ma- 
jority of the board are satisfied with the working of 
the present tenure system, and are protesting to the 
Legislature against the bill. The St. Louis. schools 
have built up a loyal and efficient corps of teachers, 
many of whom have served a score cf years or more. 
Should the system be changed, any teacher could be 
dropped from the staff for any reason or no reason, 
without recourse or hearing. The Superintendent, 
who would have the appointive power, would be bom- 
barded by his teachers with requests for reappoint- 
ments, and by board members seeking to get positions 
for relatives or political friends in return for approv- 
ing the Superintendent’s policies. 

The bill, which has been approved by the House 
Committee on Education, should be allowed to go no

another part, or when a government (as in 
France) follows the practice of lowering— 
not raising'—import duties when a short 
crop causes a deficit and threatens a high

Nay; it is possible that in future days the 


act will come to be glorified as having rvs- 
cued the entire country from disaster.

Then the chronology and meaning of the 
events of 1929-30 will be forgotten by most 
people, and it will be, possible to say that 
there was a great panic in 1928, and that the 
sovereign remedy was applied in the tariff 
act of 1930 and promptly brought a return 


of prosperity.

“It does not detract 
from his greatness to recognize eat 
he possessed human frailti 
Barkley said. 
The distribution of Federal po- 
litical power among the states was 
termed “a travesty upon any true 
conception of democracy” today by 
Representative Beck (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, delivering a Washington 
birthday address in the House. 
Comparing revenue contributions 
through taxes with benefits derived 
from them, Beck said, “There are 
six states which @draw from the 
Treasury (in subsidies through 
Federal aid) $2 for every $1 they 
pay into the Treasury. Two states 
draw more than $3 for every $1 
they contribute, while. New York, 
which contributes nearly a third of 
the public revenues, derives less 
than one cent of every dollar.” 


“Twenty-five states have a ma- 
jority of the Senate and yet. have 
only one-fourth of the population 
of the Union,” Beck continued. 
“One state has only 86,000 people 
and New York has over 12,000,000, 
rand yet each has the same voting 
power in the Senate. 

Advocates Moderate Demands. 


“Welded together by the steam- 
ship, the railroad and the tele- 
graph, the nation became educat- 
ed to the lofty and unselfish view 
that each state was interested in 
the welfare of every other state,” 
Beck said, but, he insisted, “to pre- 
serve it, it ig necessary that the 
states which contribute the least 
and yet have the greater power of 
appropriation should be moderate 
in their demands and should not 
too sorely tax that fine spirit of 
generosity which animatés the 
larger and older states of ‘the 
Union.” 

The reserved galleries in the 
House were filled with men and 
women, The public galleries were 
filled to capacity.

WASHIN N, Feb. 23.—Rayon, | is 
one of America’s newest industries, 
says the Department of Commerce, 
attained the highest degree of self- | 
sufficiency it has ever known in 
1930. 

There was a heavy decline in im- 
ports of the article during the yeas, 
while domestic production and ex- 
ports were relatively well main- 
tained. 

Although domestic yarn produc- | 


122,000,000 pounds in 1929 to 110,- 
600,000 in 1930, or 10 per cent, 
imports fell off from 15,950,000 
pounds to 5,813,000 pounds, or 63 
per cent in the same period. 

By the same token rayon yarn 
imports in 1930 dropped to only 
a little more than 5 per cent of the 
domestic output, as compared with 
13 per cent in 1929, 12.4 per cent in 
1928 and almost 20 per cent in 
1927. The ratio for 1930 thus be- 
came the smallest for any year 
since the beginning of the industry 
in this country except for 1928, 
which can be discounted in view of 
the fact that imports in the last 
half of 1930 dwindled to almost :n- 
significant proportions. While re- 
ceipts of foreign yarns in the first 
six months of 1930 were 48 per 
cent less than the large quantities 
brought in during the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year, 
the corresponding decrease for the 
last half amounted to 85 per cent. 
Total imports for the final half 
of 1930 were 25 per cent less than 
the monthly average for 1929. 

The department says domestic 
rayon producers were by no means 
alone in experiencing a letup in 
output during the year. Although 
world production data is not yet 
complete, preliminary estimates in- 
dicate that Japan is perhaps the 
only country to show a gain over 
her 1929 output with an increase

“Children make excellent bridge players and cannot 
begin too young,” continued Mr. Whitehead.

Besides, 
they have ‘excellent memories. Like the elephant, they 
never forget.
